Resolved, Thatthe President of the Bank of 'Pennessee cause to 
be prepared a report of the condition of the said Bank and Branches 
respectively, setting forth first, the total amount of capital stock 
paid, and when paid in. .

2nd. The amount of debts due principal Bank, and each Branch, 
specifying those which are considered good, also those which are con- 
sidered doubtful and bad; showing the names of the debtors and 
endorsers. ` 

3d. That the amount of specie in the vaults, showing the amount 
belonging to the Bank, the ameunt in deposites by individuals, or 
otherwise. l 

4th. The amount of notes of other Banks. 

Sth. The amount of interest not appropriated, remaining in the Bank 
and Branches. 

Which being read, was ordered to the table. 

Mr. Laughlin submitted the following resolution: ^ 

Resolution to designate and fix the seat of Government. 

Whereas, by the second section. of the schedule, appended to and 
forming a part ofthe Constitution of the State of Tennessee, it is pro- 
vided among other things, that the General Assembly, which shall set 
in the year1843, shall within the first week of the commencement of 
the session designate and fix the seat of Government; and-whereas, 
the time has now arrived when it is incumbent upon the General 
Assembly to execute and carry into effeet, the said power and pro- 
vision of the Constitution, and whereas, it is pfoper, expedient, and 
just that the said seat of Government should be so designated and fixed 
as to promote the equal interest, common good, and general welfare of 
all the people of said Stat : 


: LONE 
_ Therefore Resolved by the General Assembly of the State of Ten- 
nessee, ‘That the seat of Government-of the Siate ef Tennessee, shall 


be designated and fixed atthe geographical centre of-the State, or, 


at the nearest and most suitable place, having due regard to public 
health, and convenience; to the said centre of the State. 

Resolved, That the ‘said pldce .and , site being the geographical 
centre of the State, or nearest suitable place thereto:as before provid: 


ed, shall be desigifated and fixed as the seat of government for the 


State as in these resolutions provided, or in, such manner, in confor- 


mity tothem, as.may be provided by law,. , i 

èesolved, ‘That there shall be appointod'by concurrent vote afboth 
Houses of this Genéral Assembly, or by Law, ‘three, Commissioners, 
one of whom shall reside in each grand division of the State, whose 
duty it shall be'to ascertain, on oath, by actual survey and 
measurement, so far as’ the same may be necessary to the 
performance of said duty with accuracy, the precise and geographicai 
centre of the State, and when they shall have asceitained the same, it 
shall betheir duty forthwith to designate and fix the said centre of 
the State, or the nearest suitable place thereto, according to the terms 
of the first resolution aljove, as the seat of Government, for the State, 
and the same shall become forthwith the seat of Government, as is pro- 
vided in the said second section of the schedule of the Constitution, 
aforesaid, and when the said commissioners shall have designated and 
fixed the seat ot Government, they shall report the same to the Gov- 
ernor, Who shall forthwith issue his proclamation notifying the people 
of the State that the seat of Gevernment has been designated and fixed 
by said commissioners. 

Resolued, That this General Assembly will proceed to pass all 
such laws at ifs present session, as may be proper and necessary for 
carrying the foregoing resolutions into full effect. 

Read first time and ordered to the table.

Your committee 
think the language of the Constitution on the subject under considera- 
tion, clear and unequivocal—* shall be elected for eight years” is its 
language. If the election should be held to fill the unexpired time of 
some Judge who had died or resigned, the new Judge's term might be 
less than eight months instaad of eight years, as provided by the Cos- 
stitution. Your committee is therefore of opinion that such construe- 
tiom wauld be et war with the plain letter of the Constitutioa itealf.— 
All of which is respectfully submitted.

A bill, No. 20, to equalize the burthens of taxation, by introdacing 
uniformity in the valuation of property throughout the differeat coun- 
ues in this State, submittéd the following report, to wit: 

The committee of Ways and Means have had uadler eonsideration tha 
bill to equalize the burthens of taxation, by introducing more aniform)- 
_ty in the valuation of property throughout the State, 2nd ask leave te 
submit the following report. 

‘The bill proposes to secure a more uniform valuation of taxable pre» 
perty throughout the counties of the State, by committing such valua- 
tion to one person in each county, instead of one in euch civil district. 
The committee are of opinion that if the listing and. valuemg ol such 
property were coufiaed to one person, the business would be performed 
in &mauner more satisfactory to the tax paying citizens of every coun- 
ty in the State, than has heretofore been done, under the provisions of 
the law of 1835. "This law provides for the appointment of a rə- 
yiewal commissioner in each civil district. Tuese officers generaly 
receive such valuation as the owner fix upon his property, and al- 
though occasionally one may fix a price upon his property somewhat 
higher than it should be, yet the committee are of opinion that a much 
greater number fall a little below what should be deemed the standare 
value. Itas should be the fact, itis manifest that under the provis- 
jans of this bill, the revente accruing to the State, fiom this sow ce, 
would be increased to some extent. The committee believe from 
such facts as have occurred within the range of their exprience and 
observation, that in the valua'ion of slaves, there is a. gteater want of 
uniformity, than in the estimation of land, the real value of which, is in 
g great measure governed by its locality. A slave, however, is worth as 
much in one part of the county as another, is as valuable in one civil dis- 
trict as in ary other civil district, of the same county, and should 
therefore be subject to the same valuation fer the purpose of revenue, 
mw one civil district as in another. The committee believe and know 
the fact so to be, thatin the district valuation, of this species of pro- 
perty, under the present system, there exists a great want of uniformi- 
ty, some fix a fair value upon their slaves, and others in the same, 
or an adjoining district, testing for taxation the same species of proper- 
ty, and equally valuable, at much lower rates, This inequality createa 
jest cause of dissatisfaction and complaint among citizens of the same 
county. liis believed that the provisions of the bill under considera- 
tion will contribute to more effectually equalize the taxes, and thereby 
secure more general satisfaction and harmony amongst the tax paying 
gitizens of the State, and especially citizens of the same county. 

But viewing this bill as a revenue measure alone, and «part from all 
ether considerations, the commiltee beg leave to submit the foil wing 


statement, 
Amount of taxable property in the State -  $113,827,073 
Stall tax on this sum iš - - - - - 919 


Wpon the supposition, that according to the mode of valuing pro- 
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posed by this bill, the valuation would be advanced ten per cent., the 
increase Of revenue arising therefrom will be $5,686. 

It doesnot appear that any add:tional’expense will attach te the 
proposed system. The revenue commissioners at present, as the com- 
mittee are informed,receive many of them, ten dollars for each civil dis- 
trict, ahd some seven dellars and a half, others again five dollars, and 
very few less than five. , ~ : 

From a belief that the revenue of the State will, to some extent, be 
increased by the mode of valuing property contemplated by this bill 
without any additional expéhse, aud from the other considerations com- 
münicated in the report, the committee beg leave to récommicnd its pas- 
sage, and the amendment accompanying.

Mr. Nicholson, from the Committee of Ways and Means, to whom 
was referred-so much of the Governor's Message as relates to the de- 
ficiency in the profits of the Bank of Tennessee to. meet the interests 
accruing on the State bonds, submitted the following report: 

By reference to the act of 1537, establishing the Bank of Tennessee, 
it is ascertained that the Legislature made provision for using a, capi- 
tal of five million of doHars, estimating the aanual nett profits at 8 
per cent. and requitimg an annual distribution of $118,000 for. put- 
pes of education, and the balance of the dividends to beapplied?to,the 
aecrüing iuterest on the bonds of the State. At the last quarterly re- 
port of the Bank of Tennessee the capital stock of the Bank 'amcuut , 
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? and in- 
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ed to three millior one hundred and sixty-five thonsand seven hun- 
dred and seventy three dollars and seventy-four egenis ; and we are Ìn- 
formed hy the mes8age-of the Governor, that the nett profits of the 
Bank for the year ending the 30th June, 1843, amounted to one hun- 
dred and seventy-five thousand and thirty-five dollars, showing a profit 
of about five and a half per cent. upon the capital stock, — 

By reference to the report ef the Comptroller of the Treasury and 
to the message of the Governor, it is found that the annual liability of 
the Bank of Tennessee, on account ef the interest on State bonds 
already issued, is one hundred and forty-five thousand one hundred and 
zeventy-eignt dollars, to which must be added the annual apprepria- 
tion to Common Schools and Academies, of one hundred and eighteen 
thousand dollars, making the total liabilities of the Bank two hundred 
and sixty-three thousand one hundred and seventy-eight dollars, with- 
eut taking info the account the apprepriation to rivers in East Tennes- 
see and the Western District. 

This statement shows a deficiency in the profits of the Bank to 
meet the annual liabilities, amounting to eighty eight thousand one 
hundred and forty-three dollars. 

The committee fully concur in the sentiment of his Excellency 
“that the mode to be devised for providing for the deficit isa difficult 
and vexed question, and one which by its importance commends it- 
self to the cool and patriotic consideration of the General Assembly." 
But however difficult the question is it eannet be honorably aveided, 
it must be met; the honorand credit of the State must be preserved. 
The startling fact is now brought directly home to every citizen of the 
State that we are honestly indebted to an amount so large that our 
means of payment under existing laws are inadequate by about $88,- 
000, to satisfy the interest annually accruing. In other Governments 
the only remedy for this state of things which weuld be most probably 
resorted to, would be additional taxation. In our Government the line 
of policy which would be suggested by the common sense, as well 
as the self interest of every citizen, is that which the committee 
believe ot ght to be pursued by the General Assembly: That line of 
policy is a rigid application ef the pruning knife to every object of ex- 
pendi ure of the public money which can be reached without serious 
injury t» he public interests.. Inthe present crigis of our affairs in 
which direct taxation threatens us on one side and the dishonor ef our 

fair credit on the other, the voice of patriotism demands at our hands a 
‘serupu ous adherence to practical economy in all our appropriations, 
and a searching scrutiny into all the existing means, as well as all. the 
ebjecta upon which revenue is expended, with the view of increasing 
tke one and diminishing the other, When this shall have been done, 
and not till this shall have been done, the committee will feel them- 
salves required to deliberate upon the necessity of resorting to increased 
taxation to maize ap any deficiency which may be still found to exist 


in our means. x 

In deliberating upon the most practicable means of supplying the 
cchie't above referred to, it has occurred to the committee, that it may 
belarge'y reduced by jroviding for a more just di-tribution of the 
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profits of the Bank, than is now made under existing laws. To show 
how unequally the dividends declared by the Bank have been heretofore 
distributed, the committee submit the fellowing facts. : 

The dividends of tlie Bank for the year ending on the 30th of June, 
1843; amoynted to $175,035; of this amoünt, under the provision of 


the’ Bank charter, $118,000, were applied to common schools and . 


academies, leaving only $51, 035, to be applied to the payment of the 
accruing interest of our State debt. ‘To determine the question, wheth- 
er this is a fair and just distribution of the Bank dividends, we have 
but to ascertain what proportion of the capital of- the bank is made up 
ofschool fund.

Of this aggregate capital of the bank, the sum of eight hundred and 
seven thousand, one hundred and twenty-three dollars and sixty-four 
cents, belongs to the school fund, as will appear as follows, viz:

From this statement it is found that the bank has heretofore been 
distributing and dealing upon the school fund, to the ameunt of $807,- 
123 64, constituting but a fraction over ene fourth part of the aggre- 
gate capital. The amount ofthe profits actually realized by the bank 


on this amount of the school fund, for the year ending on the 30th of ` 


June, 1843, at the rate of five and a half p per cent, was about $44,391 
70; yet ander the provisions of the bank charter, that institution was 
required to set apart for school purposes $118,000; an amount equal 
to about fourteen per cent. on the school fund, vested in the capital 
stock of the bank, and about $73,609 more than ought to have been 


applied to school purposes, under a fair and equitable distribution ct 


the profits of the bank, 

fiom the foregoing statements, it is apparent, that if the bank 
shali continue to make an annual nett profit of five anda half per cent. 
(which the committee regard as a reasonable calculation,) and if the 
profits shall hereafter be so applied as to distribute to the purposes. e£ 
elucation, no more than the amount actually realized by the bank fiom 
tie school fund, the deficit in the means of the bank to meet the ac- 
erning interest on our State debt, in future, will be only about $13,

Tins estimate is based upon the supposition that after the sppropriz- 
tion tothe rivers in East ‘Tennessee aud the Western District, the 
bank will still divide an annual nett profit of $175,060. It 18 also 
made upon the assumption, that all the profits of the bank, except those 
arising from the fund already set apart and devoted to the purpose of 
educatiea, shall be applied to the aceruing interest on our Sfate debt. 
It is praper further for thecommittee to remark, that if the General 
Assembly shall direct one half of the profits made by the bauk, upon 
the United States surplus denosites, to be annually set apart for schools, 
the deficit to be made up m that case will be annually about $02,000; 
Lat the committee know of no law setting apart any portion of the 
surplus deposits to purposes of education, If the former suggestion 
Shall be adopted by the Legislature, the amount to be annually set 
apart for education, out of the profits of the bank, will be about $44,- 
$691, and the amount of deficit to pay our annual interest on State 
bonds, will be about $15,000. If the latter suggestion Le adopted, the 
annual distribution for education, fromthe profits of the bank, will be 
about $81,600, and the amount of annual deficit to pay the interest 
on our State bonds will be about $52,000, In proposing to diminish 
the annual amount to be distributed for the purposes of education, the 
committee are fuily aware that they are treating on a subject on which 
the public mind is exceedingly sensitive, ‘Shey disclaim any inten- 
tion of underrating the importance of cherishine and sustaining our 
systen: of common schools, but while they wouid claim to feel the 
ceepestsolicitude for the success of that system of education, which 
was designed to diifuse its benign inS$uence throughout the State, they 
cherish an equally sincere solicitude to ayoid the danger of having the 
credit ofthe State dishonored. It is to escape tlis danger that the 
committee feel themselves not only justified but imperatively required 
to propose a diminution ofth sannual appropriation of the bask profi. 
to education. 

The committee donot believe that there can be any division of 
opinion as to the propriety and justice of making some- reduction in 
theeamount of bank profits to be annually applied to edaeation, The 
fact already stated, that under existing laws, the anrount annually dis- 
tributed to education is equal to about 14 per cent. upon the schoot 
fund for banking purposes, whilst the- amount annually applied to the 
p?3inent of the interest on the State debt does not exceed two dnd a 
_ Lait per cent. upon the balance of the bank capital, must satisfy every 
mind, that the present mode of distribution of the bank profits is un- 
. equel and unjust. It was the design of those who chartered the Bank 
o! ‘Tennessee, that the institution should trade on a capital of five mil- 
lions of doilars, and they eciculated from the then state of things, that 
the bank might berelied on to yield a nett profit of 8 per cent. per 
unum, under an expectation that their design would be carried out, 
aud their calculation realized, it was provided, that **of the dividends 
wiveh shall be deelared by. the bank, one hundred thousand dollars 
stalile annually set apart for common schools, and the faith of the 
Saate is hereby pledged for the annual appropriation of said amount to 
tonion scucol..”? And “of the dividends remaining, there’ shall be 
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snnualy appropriated tor, three years, &c., eighteen thousand dollars to 
counly academies, &c.” 2 
"ie balance of the dividends was set apart as @ sinking fund to be 
applied to the extinguishment of the accruing interest? ‘on the bonds of 
the State. Instead of carrying ouf the original design of banking upon 
the five m lions, a subsequent Legislature reduced the capital- to a little 
e er three milhons of dollars, and instead of"feülizing a nett profit of 
eight per cent per. annum, not quite six perceut has been realized.— 
Under this change 1n the policy of the institation, and this disappeint- 
ment as to the amount of its profits, it cannot be reasonable to require 
the bank to fulfill obligations which were imposed under ’circum- 
s:anees wholly different from those which now exist. If it shall be said 
nat the faith of the State 1s piedged to appropriate annually $i 18,000 
» edueation, it may well be answered that this pledge was:gtven upon 
the presumption that the bank was to wield a*capital of $5,000,000 and 


' upon the supposition that the profits would annually nme unt to $409,- 


090. It n be further answered that the faith of the State is also 
pledged in the most solemn manner, by the execution of her bonds to 
py é annually in interest $145,000, and if the alternative i is presented 
either to disappoint the expectations'of the friends of education, or to 
dishonor the State by failing to pay the interest -on our bonds, the 
committee caunot hesitate as to the alternative demanded to be taken 
by every consideration of justice and patriotism. In reducing the 
emouat of the appropriation to education, we do no injustice’to the 
cause Of schools, We still propose to distribute every dollar of profit 
Wuieh shall be made upon the school fund. Heretofore the provision 
for «ehools La» been liberal—was more Jiberal than our means realiy 
justified. At present, the danger of diseredit of our fair name ‘as a 
State, compel? vs to cease to be lireral towards edueation, and confines 
us tó lie simple exercise of justice, and itis surely just that edueation 
shall draw no mote profits from the bank in future, than those actualiy 
nade upon the school fund.

It.became, necessary 
for the General Assembly in the yaar 1835, in repwlating the seVerel 
departments of the Government, to determine the salaries to be paid tò 
most of the public officeys.: ftis found upon examination that in 
almost every-office the salary was increased more or less, whilst-it is 
also found thatin very many instances tle same agents were Selected: to 
fill the offices who lad held them under the lower rates of compensa- 
tion. The committee afe not aware that any superiority can Jastly be 
claimed for these officers who have received the highest saferies paid 
since the year 1835, over those who held-the same offices previous to 
that time, either ôn the score of competency, fidelity, or eflisiency — 
They are satisfied that the'several pub/ie trus's were as ably, faithfully, 
and promptly discharged previousto the year 1885, as they have been | 
since that period. - | i D 
Ifthe committee are correct in theses opinions, it follows ihtt the 
compensations to the various officers were increased in 1335, not under 
the hope of securing more competent and- faithfnl pubtic agents; but 
wader the conviction that in the pecuniary condition of ‘the couttry ìn- 
creased salaries were necessary !o enable public officers to beár the in- 
creased expenses of maintenance. his within the recollection of the

The Select Committee to whom was referred the resolution of the 
Senate, “fo examine into the condition and affairs of the Memnls 
Hospit;l, and into. the manner of its management by the Trustees, 
have had the same under consideration, and beg leave respestfully to 
report, that to enable them to meet the requirements of the resolution, 
they have thought it unnecessary to ga further back than the year 1835, 
at which time the Legislature passed an act. authorizing the Trustees 
of the old Hospital, to sell the same and apply the proceeds ansing 
therefrom to the purchase of a more eligible situation, on which to 
erect & more suifable and enlarged pilina: 

In pursuance of tins authority, the Trastees proreedcd to sell the 
old site and buildings, after giving due notice in. (he newspapers, on 
euch terms as would insure the best possible price, and from the best 
information the committee ean procure, they are satished that a fair 
price was obtained for the same at the time sold. 

The proceeds arising therefrom, have been applied as directed by 
Jaw, and if. the.property sold. has since that time enhanced in value, s^

In support of these opinions the committee have had full access te 
all the books, vouchers, &c., relating thereto, as kept by the board of 
Trustees of the institution, all which appear satisfactory to the com- 
raiftee, and an abstract ef which has heretofore been submitted in the 
several reports to the Legislature. 

The commi:tee havé also ascertained that since the new institution 
weit into operation in November, 1841, regular reports bave been 
made to fhe Legisture as required by the act of 1557 8, and though 
similar reports have been made to the County Couit of Shelby, except 
that, instead of mak:ng semi annual, they have only made annual re- 
ports. 

The commitee sre informed that this small departure from the 
taw, was owing to aa oversight of that part of the duty of the Trus- 
tees growirg cut of {Le suspended condition of affairs while engaged 
in the ereation of the new buildings, aud which they hold themselves 
in readiness to comply with ia fetare.

The cemmittee are infounmed and believe that since the new 1nstitu- 
ticn wert into operation, c0. person has been. denied admission who 
las underzene aa examination before the Hospi al surgeon, and declar- 
ed a fit subiect for the hospita: charities when its means would justify 

heir reception. 

The committee arepo forme d. however, by the Hospital surgeon, that 
there has been times when pestilential diseases prevdiled to a great ex- 
tent, when cwirg tothe limited means oh hand, he has been com- 
pelled to discriminate between the innumerable cases presenfed so as 
to give a preference to those wha were most destitute of funds and 
friends, and when by permitting them to remain unprotected and un. 
aided, there would have been great danger of the community becom. 
ing infected with the diseases with which they were afflicted, 

They have also exammed into the complaint urged in reference to 
the refusal to admit a siek man, said to have resided in Hardin connty, 
for a hom application was madein the year 1841. The ground oa which 
this refusal was made, as the committee are informed, was entirely ow- 
ing to the fact that the [Tospital was not completed nor in a gondition 
for his reception; the application having been made about the month of 
June, and the institution not being ready for reception until the Novem- 
ber following, as already stated 


So far as relates to the funds set apart for the erection and support. 


of ‘the institution, the committee believe they have been. judiciously 

applied to the purposes for which they have been appropriated, with 

rie exception of eight hundred and eleven dollars squandered by the 
a Le 5 
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Treasurer of the institution,in the year 1834. After the establishment of 
the Farmers". and Merchants Bank at Memphis, it was the cus om fir 
a time for that officer to make his deposites in that institution, sabject 
to be drawnon his own warrant, which led tothe perpetration of the 
fraud above alluded to. 

After this occurrence, the board of "Trustees saw the propriety of 
changing the mode of keeping and disbursing their funds ; and itis now 
so arranged that no fraud nor an improper use of the money can be 
made unless the Bank fails, or a conspiracy exists among all the Tras- 
tees, a thing which the committee believe by no means possible. 

The committee have examined the books kept by the Trustees, and 
find that every thing which seems to have been transaeted by the board 
has been regularly kept i in a fall and satisfactory manner. 

Having met the requirements of the resolution substantially, as they 
conceive, they cannot close this report without saying they ! elteve the 
Trustees liave discharged their duties in good faith to the State; and 
in the discharge of those duties, have had an eye single io the promo- 
tion of the health and happiness of their fellow men, willing at all 
times to do what they can in aid of suffering huma amity 5 and while 
they award to the Trustees ` this high meed of praise, they would not 
impugn the motives of those whose duty it is to guard with vigilance 
the publie institutions of our country.

tions, other than such as may be by tbe same law extended to aay 
memer of the co.gmualty, who may be able to bring himself within 
the provisions of such law,” &c. 

Toe very eaption of this billszows that it isa bill For the benefit of 
an individual; ‘and in the body of the bill it is provided that upwards 
of sixty d: sllara shall be prid out of the Treasury of the State t» that 
individual, and it is not pretendad that ia any possible event or in any 
possible case that could be supposed to exist, that any other member ot 
the com n mity could have extended to him any benefit under this sans 
Lill; should it beco n» a law. Fron the support that this and other similar 
bills haveobtained m numbers, talents, and character, the undersigned 
have carefully comp ired the bill with the Constitution, i in order that they 
should be able to do justice to each of them. The result of their exami. 
nation has oaly served to coufirm them in the belief that the bill and the 
Constitution cannot both be carried inte effect. - Tre.uadersigned can 
never feel indifferent when the sanctity of the Constitution is rendered 


insecure. ‘Fhe undersigned freely award to others the same right which 


they claim for themselves to judge for themselves, and wish n» re- 
marks made by them to b» understood ‘as ámpugning the motives of 
others, who think diff rent from them ou the points, in question. They 
are, however, so confident: of the error and impropriety of passiag this: 
bill, that. they most solemnly.digsent from and „protest againstghe pas- 
sage scar and respectfully ask. that this their protest, may be spread 
upop the journals of the Senate; far the inspection of the people. i

tually and uncuccessfully retied on by the petitioners in resisting said 
recovery Their legal remedy to avoid the contract, having been vex- 
atiously and at great expense fully exhausted, the petitioners now ask 
the Legislature to relieve them from the allepec hardships of paying 
the judgment recovered against them, angmented in amount, as it has 
been, by the very expensive course of litigation to which the teacher 
has beer driven in its recovery. 

The amount originally involved, and the whole fects cf the case 
considered, your commitiee is of opinicn that the application of the 
petitionets is improper, and their pr:yer unreasonable. To grant the 
relief sought for would require an act ot speeial legislation, forming 
an exception ta the general laws of that system under the operations of 
which this application hasoriginated, and weuld unwisely approve a 
disposition decidedly too litigious in these petitioners, aad, by the force 
of example and precedent, encourage simrar applications to future 
General Assemblies.

That from said memorial they find that tke company in making said 
road- proceeded to have the route suwweyed and settled by the surveyor 
for the State. After the establishment of the routé, they proceeded to 
let out. for'eontraet the whole of the road to the lowest bidder, and thus. 
put it under contract. The cest of making the road it is stated was 
$172,000. the half of which has been paid,the memorialists state, by the | 
individual stockholders, exgept a small portion due by ‘insolvent stock- 
holders, and they applied ‘to the Governor for alike sum in the bonds 
of the State, which the Governor declined issuing, considering that 
thé charter did not authorize the company to go over ote hundred and 
fifty thousand dollarslfor the whole read, and hence he only ‘issued bonds 
, to the company to the amount of $75,000 dellars, leaving .a deficiency 
of*$11,000 to make up an amount equal to ihat subscribed and paid in 
as above stated by the individual stockholders. They state also tht 
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the individual stockholders have obligated themselves to pay said $11,- 
009, and have postponed from time to time the payment of it for the 
want of money with which to pay it without heavy and serious in- 
convenienciés in aising the money, under the behef also that 
the State ought to pay it, and in the hope that the Legislature - 
would autherize the Governor to issue bonds therefor. The me. 
morialists state that when the road was put under contract, and the lia. 

bilities to the amount of $172,000 wete incurred, the company were 

honestly of opinion that the charter authorized them to do so, and | 
under that belief they acted and did net believe they wonld fail to gt 
the bonds for the whele amount until after the obligations were incur- | 
red, when it was too late to relieve themselves from the excess over 
the $150,000. 

The memorialists state also that in their opinion, the road, if con- 
pleted, will be usefal to the pablicand profitable to the stockholders, 
but that both may be lost if the State should persist in refusing to pay 
the additional sum of $11,000. These being the facts of the case, the 
memorialists request the Legislature to authorize the Governor to issue 
said sum of $11,000, and thereby bring up the payments by the State 
to an equal amount with that of the individual stockholders, and there- 
by relieving the company from the very serious embarrassment which 
now.hangs over them and enable them to complete the read and make 
it usefal and profitable. . 

In addition tothe facts stated in the memorial, the committee have 
ascertained from an examination of the books of the company, that the 
whole road was put under contract on the 11th of May, 1838, and that 
on the 7th September, 1838, the Governor subscribed for one half the 
stock without spevifying the amount. When the fact was ascertained 
that the Governor put a different construction on the charter from that 
given to it by the company, the road was in a great measure finished, 
and in such a situation that the company were compelled to go on and 
finish it or lose the whole road. Under this state of things, they pra- 
ceeded to finish the road, relying upon the Legislature on a fairexhibit 
of the case, to make up the deficiency in the stock of the State. The 
books of the company show that the road was put under contract to 
the lowest bidder, a3 stated in the memorial, in every instance, at an 
average cost of $5,263, per mile, including bridges. The books shaw 
that the individual stockholders have paid one half of the $172,000 
except the sum: of $2,300. $1,000 of this amount it is believed; is-svell 
secured, but the opinion is that the labor will be lost.

Mr. Cocke, Chairman of the Select Committee, to whom was refer- 
reda Resolution of the Senate, so far as relates to the Governor’s 
Message relating to sundry Resolutions adopted by the General Assem- 
bly at its Session in 1839: Reports that the Committee have had the 
same under consideration; that a majority-of said Committee had in- 

$tructed him to submit the following report, to-wit : 

The Select ‘Cowmittee to whom was referred so much of the Gov 
ernor's Message as relates to certain resolütions instructing our Senator 
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an Congress, and requesting our Representatives, adopted the 14th 
November, 1839, have had the same under consideration and beg leave 
to make the following report : 

That the constituent has the right to instruct the Representative, is, 
zand ever has been, and probably will continue to be a question, about 
which there is little difference of opinion ; indeed, this power, in the 
-opinion of the committee, is essenttal to the very existence and perpe- 
tuity of a.representative government; but the extent which this power 
may and ought to be exercised; the particular object to which it was 
-originally designed, it should be applied, and how far it should control 
the Representative on questions about which there is great diversity of 
opinion ; and as it is not tlie pnrpose of ‘your Committee to prescribe 
any rule by which this question shall be determined, they will content 
themselves with an examination of the principles and consequences re- 
sulting to the people by the adoption of the resolution referred to their 
«€ nsideration, and leave each individual: to decide for himself. 

The first of the series of resolutions under consideration, instructs our 
(then) Senators, and requests our Representatives in Congress, to vote 
against the chartering by Congress of a National Bank. 

The position-assumed by this resolution, in the opinion of the Com- 
mittee, is palpably at war with the best interests of the United States, 
and in open viclation of the often expressed will of a majority of the 
citizens of Tennessee, and demands a revocation at the hands of this 
General Assembly. 

First and secoad resolutions. 

My " a . 

Your Comimitiee observe, that neither in those resolutions nor in the 
preamble by which they are'supported, is any assertion made that a 
National Bank is unconstitutional. Those who adopted them, only 
assume to say,'in. the name of the people of Tennessee, that they, the 
people of this State, were of opinion in 1839, that the Treasure of the 
‘Nation would be safer in the custody of the President and his appoin- 
tees, than in the custody of Congress, and the Bank to which they had 
committed it. It is for this reason that your Committee treat them 
together, since those who adopted them do not undertake to do mo: e 
than assert the preference of the people of Tennessee for the Sub- ' 
Treasury over a National Bank as a depository of the.people's morey. 
One suflicient, answer to this assertion is, that this.question was not made 
before the people, nor discussed in the canvass of 1639, It was nct 
until 1840, that.all the facts touching the wonking-of the two systems 
were fully displayed to the general mind. 

The result.of the investigation shows, that the people of Tennessee 
do not approve of the mode of keeping the public money proposed 1n 
the Sub-Treasury System, and it.also proves, that the assumption by the 
Majority in the Legislature of 1839, to instruct and request our Senators 
and Representatives to advocate that-system, was destitute.of every sem- 
blance of popular authority. ‘In order-to show that the people of Ter- 
nessee Fevided this question when fairly submitted to them with perfect 
good sense, your Committee propose to.state:a few.facts fiom the rc- 
cords of the country: | 

The first Süb-"Éreasnry dill passed tl ^ Senate on the 3d day of Oc- 
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tober, 1837, and was laid onthe table in the House of Representatives 
on the 13th day ofthe same month. The second bill passed in the Sen- 
ate on the 26th day of March, 1888; and was laid on the table in the- 
House of Representatives on the 27th-day of March, 1838. "The pro- 
visions of both were substantially the same. But as the last may be pre- 
sumed the most perfect, your committee will state its principal feature,. 
which was, that the Treasurer of the United States, aud the Treasurer 
of the Mint and branch Mints, and four Receivers General, one at Bos- 
ton, one at New York, one at Charleston, and one at St. Louis, should 
have the custody and disbursement of the public money; and these seven 
officers, as well as all the Collectors of the Customs, all Surveyors of the 
Customs acting as Collectors, al] Receivers ofpublic moneys at the Land 
Offices, and all Post Masters were to keep the public money, without 
loaning if, until duly transferred or paid out. All these officers were to 
be appointed by the President of the United States, and to hold their 
offices four years, or until removed by him. ` 

It is enough to’ recité the provisions of this law, toenable the people 
to compare the plan with the one proposed by the Whigs, of entrusting 
the publie money to the custody of the Bank of the United States.— 
The first Bank of the United States was chartered or incorpurated on 
the 25th of February, 1791, and its charter: expired on the 8d day of 
March, 1511. 

The second Bank of the United States was chartered on the 10th day 
of April, 1816, to continue until the 3d day of March, 1836. i 

These institutions were the fiscal agents of the Governwent for forty 
years, and not a dollar of the public money deposited in their’ vaults 
was lost, while from the year 1789 to 1836, the enormous sum of $6,- 
995,128 37 was lost by defalcatiors of Collectorsof €uston:s, Collectors 
of Internal Revenue and Direct Taxes, Receivers of Public Monyes from 
sales of pubtic lands, and by defaleations in the civil, military and Naval 
departments, as may be seen by Mr. Woodbury’s report, submitted to 
Congress the 30th of December, 1839. lf these collectors and others 
had, during all that period, been the sole depositors of the public mo- 
neys as the Sub-Treasury System proposes to make them, what the loss 
by defalcations would have been, it isstartling to contemplate. 

Of the $6,995,123 87 lost by defaults, $2,638,539 81 were lost by 
defaults of Collectors of Customs, Colleetors of Internal Revenue, and 
Direct ‘Taxes, and the Receivers of the moneys for the sale:of public 
laud, when the defaleations from April, 1830, to July, 1839, mostly be- 
tween the yeers 1836 and 1839, were alone $2.064,269 86. 

Is itany wonder then that the people of Tennessee, when these and 
such facts: were brought before them in-the canvass of 1840, and in that 
of 1843 and 1839, decided against the Sub-Treasury and its advi- 
sers, ; 

These facts can neither be strengthened nor weakened by argument, 
and to persist in spite of them, to advocatethe system, seems to be ob- 
stinacy to tbe Jast degree infatuated. But this is not its worst feature ; 
the enormons power it gives tothe Executive over the public money is 
far more formidable. 

The bi‘ls, indeed, provide that no money shall pass from apy of these. 
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depositories but by an order of the Secretary of the Treasury; but as 
these officers hold their posts at the will of the President, his control of 
the public moneys by means of his power of removal, it must be allowed, 
is virtually unlimited ever since the memorable case of removal of the 
public moneys fiom its lawful place of deposite, effected by removing a 
Secretary of the Treasury, who refased to, violate the law of the land, 
and appointing one whose consciénce was more yielding, and who, tor 
his compliance, was elected to tlie second office in the Government, in 
point of rank and first in sanctity, the Chief Justiceship of the Supreme 
Court of the United States, . 

‘The next resolution condemns the provisions of a bill which has been 
introduced idto-the Senate ot the United States, “to prevent the inter- 
ference of certain federal officers in elections? “This bill, the resolu- 
fion asserts, was a violation of that provision of the Constitution of the 
United.States which declares that “Congress shall pass no laws abridg- 
mg the freedom of speech and of the Press?" ‘Two. bills were intro- 
duced into the 25th Congress, to repress the practice which had grown 
to be an enormous evil under the Van Buren Administratien, which open- 
ly avowed'the doctrine, through the Globe newspaper and its advocates. 
in Congress, that ib was the duty of the whole corps of officers holders, 
from the highest to the lowest, to exert with the utmost activity, all 
their influence, official and personal, to procure majorities in all the 
elections, State and Federal, in favor.of the existing administration of 
the General Government. The end of this must have been, had it-suc- 
ceeded, to make the President of the United States as despotic as Napo-. 
leon in the plentitude of his power, and his will thelaw of the land. 

Congress would have ceased to represent the people, and the States. 
of the Union, and its members wouid bave become supple slaves of the 
Federal Executive, cringing at the foot-stool of his power, for simecu- 
res and salaries, basking in the sunshine of his smiles, or shivering in the 
portentious clouds that might lower around his august head. Such being 
the movinz cause, even the canvass of 1840, tbe most wonderful of po- 
litical revolutions, the grandest moral spectacle ever exhibited to the 
world, the most imposing array of civil popular powor ever concentra- 
ted in a single purpose, ceases to be a wonder, and comes to be regarded 
by those who see aright, as.no other than the legitimate and only effect. 
that could flow from such a cause. The bill condemned in this resolti— 
tion was one of the precursors of the popular temphest which swept 
and cleansed the land in 1840. The condemningfiesolntion itself is-but 
too elear a demonstration, that the corrupting maxims of the Van Buren 
administration had poisoned the Representative body of even the free- 
men of Tennessee, the last it might have hoped to be corrupted, till they 
became the parasites and humble worshippers of the great Executive 
divinity at Washing"oa. . 

Bnt to do justice to all the agents of the reform of 1840, the. commit- 
tee take leave to call the attention of the people of Tennessee, to. the 
fact, that one of the bills alluded to, was introduced into the-Hause of 
Representatives in Congress, on the 5th of March, 1838, by Mr. Bell 
one of the ablest Representatives in the Congress of the United: S'aies, 
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of our own State; and was entiled “A bill to secure the freedom of 
elections.” . 

The other bill was introducted into the Segate of the United States 
by Mr. Crittenden, a distinguished and patriotic son of Kentucky, on 
dhe 21st of Dec. 1838, and was entitled “ A bill to prevent the inter- 
ference of certain federal officers in elections." ‘This bill was referred 
fo a committee of which Mr. Wall, of New Jersey, was Chairman; who 
made.a report an the 31st of Jauuary, 1838, in which be condemned 
the bill as a violation of that provision of the Constitution of the United 
States, which declares that “‘Congress, shall make no law respecting an 
established religion, or the free exercise thereof, or abridge the freedom 
‘of speech or of the press, or of the right of the people peacebly to as- 
semble to petition the Government for the redress cs grievances,” 

These bills were substantially of the, same purport, The condem- 
mation of Mr. Crittenden’s bill by the majority of the Legislature of 1839, 
has not even the equivocal merit of originality in the reasons of the 
measure. The reasons were takep from Mr. Walls report; he bor- 
rowed them doubtless from the President, and so the freemen of Ten. 
nessce, are made to echo the words of a dictator at Washington, who 
presumes to hold the representatives of the people of this Union 
responsiblej ta him for the constitutionality of the remedies devised by 
them.for the most flagrant miscénduct of the.servants of the people. 

And how does Mr. Wall prove that either of these ‘bills abridge the 
freedom of speech, or of the press? He does uot.even attempt it. He 
does, however, say, that his committee could pot see that there was any 
harm in inter neddling of Federal officers in (he elections, State or Fed- 
.eval, ** by word, massage, or writing, either before or after the.election.” 
Now, it seems Air. Jelterson-had a very ditferent view of this subject. 
dn coming to the Presidency he foand all the offices in the hands of his 
political opponents, andat became nécessary to make a change to some 
exteut in this state af things by giving some of the offices to the major- 
nity. 

^ And in-this delicate reformation he laid down these-three rules-: 

‘Ist. To consider as nuilities all appointments to Jcivil office during 

pleasure, made alter the event of the.eleetions was certainly known to

2d. -Officers who have been guilty .of official mal-cosduct,.are proper 
objects of .removal. . 


3d. Good men to whom there ispo objeeGon, but a difference, of po- 
Jitieal opinion and principles, practised on only as far as the right-of a 
private citizen will justify, are not proper snbjects of removal, except 
in the cases of Attorneys and Marshals.” 

Thos, far.he went on his accession to-the Presidency, according to his 
own avowwal, in a letter to William B.:Giles, of the 22d of March, 1801 
—correspondence, vol. 3, page 484. But on the 25th of October, 1802, 
after having experienced the activity and power „and. malice of .office- 
holders, he wrote to Levi Lincoln, that, “to these „means of obtaining a 

just share in the transaction of the public business, «sball be added one 
(Other, to wit: MEE. 
4th. Removal for electicncering «ctively,or open and industrioys 
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oppesition to the principles of the present Government, Legislative and 
Executive. Every officer of tlie Government may voteat elections 
aecording to his conscience ; but we should betray the cause commit- 
ted to our charge, were we to permit the influence of official patronage, 
1o be used to overthrow that cause. Your present situation will enable 
| you te judge of prominent offenders in your State, in the ease of the 
present election. I.pray youto seek them, to mark them to be quite 
sure of your ground, that we may commit no erroror wrong, and 
leave the rest to me.?—QCorrespondence, vol. 3, page 500. 

Now, if it be allowed for the President to remove an officer **elec- 
tioneering actively, or open and industrious oppesition to the princi- 
ples" of his administration, thus visiting such intermeddling in elections, 
with the penalty of loss of place, why may aot Congress passa law 
to forbid this intermeddling npon the very same penalty? An office- 
holder may practice on a difference of political priaciple, only so far 
as the right of a private citizen will justify; he may vote at elections 
aecording to his conscience; but electioneering actively or opem and 
industrious opposition, are not to be indulged. But ought not this rule 
to be reciprocal! Ought not the opposition, as well as the administra- 
tion to be protected-against the electioneering actively, or open aud 
industrious intermeddling of offiee-holders in elections, or wae it the 
opinion ef a majority in the Legislature ef 1839, that the President 
might punish intermedling in elections against his Administration, and 
reward the samo intermeddlings in favor of the priuciples ofhis Govern- 
ment? The latter must be the case, because, though Mr. Van Buren 
practised on Mr. Jefferson's doctrine by removing all officers not only 
Who openly opposed, but those also who merely differed with him ia 
political opinion, yet this was not regarded as abridging the freedom 
of speech or of the press; while this sacred freedom is ‘held to be 
dangerously assailed, if Congress propose to forbid the same class 
from interfering in the elections by bribery, offieial malversation, prom- 
ises, threats, &e. . i 

Now your Committee -take it, that all office-holders are the agents 
ef all the people, as well those friend'y as .tho-e op^osed to the 
Administration; -that they are paid salaries contributed by every man 
in the nation, that there is a most glaring incongruity, for this very 
reason, in their electioneering with activity, aud thus openly intermed- 
dling in ‘elections Hvori, message or writing, or inany o'her way 
whatever, and that such conduct ought tọ be prohibited and punished, 
‘Hat that they ought to be left free to vote according to their conscien- 
ces, any interferences with which would be a formidable encreachment 
upon ‘the freedom of speech. l 

The 4th resolution disapproves of the distribution among the States 
of the proceeds of the public lands, and declares in favor of the grad- 
vation and reduction of the price of those lands, and fo; granting pre- 
emption rights to the occupants settled thereon. There are only two 
modes in which: the proceeds of the sales of public lands;can be dis- 
posed of; they must-either go into the National. Treasury. and he ex- 
pended by the Genera] Government for its own purposes, or be dis- 
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tributed among the States individually, and be applied by them ta ob- 
jects of State expenditure. 

Now, your committee denies emphatically, that the fund arising frons 
those sales belongs to the General Government; the lands were ceded 
by Virginia, Massachusetts, Connectieut, New York, North Carolina, 
South Carnlina and Georgia. The committee find, that Chaneellor 
Kent, in his Commentaries, Vol. 1, page 259, says, “that those lands, 
when ceded, were intended to be, and were considered a common fund, 
Jor the benefit of the Union." And Chief Justice Marshall, in Juckson 
vs. Clark, Ist Peters? Reports, 634, says: “That they were ceded for 
the benefit of the States, to be considered (such is the language af the 
cessions) as a common fund for the use and benefit of such of the 
States as have become or shall become members of the Confederation 
or Federal alliance of the said States according to their usual respee- 
tive proporitions in the general charge and expenditure, and shall be 
faithfully and bona fide disposed of fer that purpose, and for no other 
use or purpose whatever. The Government of the United States, 
then, says the Chief Justice, received this Territory in trust. for the 
use and benefit of the confederation, and this trust is to be executed 
by a faithful and bona fide disposition of the, lands for that purpose.”— 

This is the opinion, not of the Chief Justice alone, but of the whole 
Supreme Court of the United States, which at the time it was deliver: 
ed, consisted of Marshall, Washington, Johnsen, Duval, Story, Thomp- 
son, and Trimble. Add to those names, that of Kent, and it makes it 
an array of law authority inferior to noue inany age or country. The 
committee, therefore, assert with great confidence, that the doctrine, 
that those lands belong to the States of this Union; that the United 
States hold them as a trustee for the use and benefit of all the States, 
Tennessee ineluded, and that this trust is to be executed by faithful 
aud bona file dispositien of those lands. 

Now, can ihe trustee sell those Jands which belong to Tennessee 
in part, and keep. the funds for its own use? It it were a question 
between man and man; would not any member of the majority which 
adopted the resolution in question, feel himself insulted, if his eapaci- 
ty to decide it was questioned? Gan it make any difference, that a 
great political power is the trustee, and sovereign State is'the benefi- 
ciary? The rule of. law must be the same, or eomsson sense be ban- 
ished from the world. . 

‘Fhe people of Tennessee—the whole peaple of Tennessee, not the 
then Demoeratic party, or the Whig party, but both parties together, 
in their amended Constitution, Article 11, section 10, directed what 
disposition shall be made of thei: part of these lands, namely, that 
they shall be devoted to the purpose of Education and internal Im- 
provement, and shall never be applied to any other purpose. Your 
committee bear in mind, that ‘the debt of Tennessee, at present amount- 
Ing to between three and four millions of dollars, was ehiefly created 
by the General Assembly of 183% and 1638,-by the co-operation of 
bosh parties, Whigs and’ Democrats. The present General Assembly 
is under the necessity of resorting to taxation of the people to meet 
the annual interest of this debt; this necessity might have been avoid- 
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ed, but for the very doctrine contained in this fourth resolution of the 
Demoeratic majority.’ 

Your committee have’ no doubt thatit was owing to the refusal of 
ihe Democratic party, as expressed in the 4th resolution, that a fund, 
' the just property of the State, and by the annual application ef which 
tothe publie burdens the alternative of taxation or repudiation would 
never have been presented to the choice of the present General Assem- 
bly. 

"four committee will now preceed to show fhat the whole amount of 
public lands ceded by the States above mentioned upon the trust alrea- 
dy stated is one thousand tne hundred and cight,millionstwo hundred 

and eighty-nine thousand seven hundred and eighty-one acres; the 
share of Tennessee in acres would be forty-eight millions five hundred 
aud eighty-six thousand seventy-seven and a fractions, and in dellars at 
one dollar and twenty-five cenis per acre, would be sixty milliens seven 
hundred and thirty-two thousand five hundred and eighty-four. 

On the 4th September, 1841, a distribution law was passed by @on- 
gress, such as is condemned by this 4th Resolution ef the majority in ' 
the Legislature of 1839. Under its provisions, Tennessee would be 
entitled to receive for her share of the public lands sold in the half 
year, ending the 30th June, 1842, twenty-six thousand five hundred 
and forty-seven dollars and sixty three cents, equivalent te the anrual 
sum of fifty-two thousand eight hundred and ninety-five dellars twen- . 
iy-six cents, as appears by the report made by the Treasury Depart- 
ment at the last session of Congress. The reason why Tennessee is 
not in thereceiptot this money is, that the distribution was suspended 
by the proeise to the 6th section of the Distribution Act, which di» 
rected, that in case duties on importe should be imposed beyond twenty 
per cent. on the value of such imports, by any law subsequent to the 
distribution aet, then the distribution should be suspended, and so 
continue fil} the duties should be reduced to twenty-per cent. The 
Congress by whom the Tarif act was passed, increased the duties 
beyond twenty per cent. on imposts, whereby the proviso to the 6th sec. 
of the Distribution Act was brought into operation, and at the same 
session also passed an act to repeal that provision of the Distribution 
Act, but as they were not able to get this repeal passed until the 29th 
of September, 1842, only two days before their adjournment, Presi- 
dent Tyler, following illustrious examples, and with a view no deubt to.. 
aid the Democratie party, put the Bill in his pocket, and by this act of 
Executive despotism, defeated this salutary measure, whicz, if now i 
operation, would relieve the State of Tennessee from all its embarrass- 
ments. 

And let it be borne in mind, that itis by illegally aud unfaithfully 
withholding from the people of Tennessee their own property; and by 
refusing to execute a trust which a Court of Chancery, ina private 
eese, would instantaneously enforce, that Tennessee, at this moment, 
ig unable to p'osecute her Internal Improvements wrth activity, 'e 
educate her youth, and pay the interest on her bonds without a rescrt 
totaxafion. In this state of things, the Committee would appeal to 
th people of the State to know whether there is a-single man im 
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limits, who feels that he is willing to surrender this enormous interets 
of more than sixty millions of dollars which Tennessee holds in the 
proeeeds of tne public lands, and which would preduce an annual in- 
come to the State of not less than sixty thousand dollars, and which 
would enable them, without burthen, to make all necessary and useful 
improvements, and to educate every child in the State? What benefit 
ean the good people of this State expect to derive from Democratic 
misrule, that can be regard: ¢ -as an equivalent for such a loss? What 
is proposed by the Democratic party to be given to the people of Ten- 
nessee in lieu of their share of those lends? The Committee believe 
that but few are so blinded by party.spirit, as much longer as to sus- 
iain the enemies of distribution. , 

As to the fifth resolution, your Committee have not considered it of 

_ such importance as to give the subject a special examination; itis a 

subject which the Committee have contented themselves with leaving 
to that department of the General Government to examine, whose düty 
it is to provide ways and means for the support of the Government. 

The stzth resolution is that one which proposes to lay Tennessee pros- 
trate at the feet of the Federal Executive, in which the Demoeratic 
party, in the Legislature of 1839, approved the leading measures and 
policy of the Administration of Andrew Jaekson and Martin Van Bu- 
rea; and our Members of Congress were directed to exert themselves 
to carry out, sustain, and accomplish them. Such isthe purport of that 
extraoidinary resolution, whereby not only the past measures of those 
Administrations were approved, but those which had not as yet been 
disclosed to the country were to be maintained and accomplished by 
Tennessee Members of Congress. 

What eight had the majority of the Legislature to'speak for the peo- 
ple of Tennessee in relation to those measures passed or to come, and 
transfer the delegation of Tennessee to the Feedral Executive? Ifthey 
felt willing to resign their own personal independence of thought and 
conduct—how could they presume to deliver Tennessee over, bound and 
manacled, and make her an unwilling party to the submission ? What 
prinerple of our Government was not violated when the Representa- 
live in the State Legislature of the democracy of Sullivan. county, for 
example, request the representation of the Whigs of Davidson Congres- 
sional Distriet to carry out, maintain, and accomplish the measures and 
politics of Martin Van Buren? Would not the Representation of Sul- 
livan, in the Legislature of 1839, have blushed to have written Mr. 
Bell, the then Representative, a private letter, requesting his best exer- 
tions in support of all that Mr. Van Buren had done or might devise? 
This practise tends effectually to consolidate the Government of this 
country, and to silence the voice of the people, by controlling their Dis- 
trict Representatives. Among the most Democratic features in our sys- 
tem of politice, is the Representation of the people in small districts in. 
the State and Federal Governments. | 

Such representations come from the'midst of the people, and are gen- 
uine exponants of the. popular will, whatever tendsto control them from 
without, or place them under the influence of extraneous dictation) isa 
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direct assault on the true liberty and political rights of the peupie, «es 
constituents. i $ 

But did it matter witb the majority.of the Legislature of 1839, that 
their resolutions infringed the fundamental principles of republican in- 
stitutions ? Not to particulartse, but to exemplify, we will remind the 
people of the rights assumed by General Jackson, in removing the de- 
posites out of the Bank of the United States. ‘Phe 16th section of the 
Bank charter, made that institution and its branches the depositories of 
the public moneys, reserving to the Secretary ef the Treasury the right, 
in his discretion, deposite them elsewhere. Hence the places of jaw- 
ful deposite, were the bank and branches, or such place as the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury might direct. The President had no manner of 
. authority in the matter whetever; be was no! Fotrusted with the custoc y 
of the public money, and was.not responsible for its safety. The public 
treasure in all free States, has been with anxious jealousy kept out of the 
hands to which the military power of the country is intrusted. Soldiers 
cannot be kept on font without money, and if the people keep that te 
themselves, there is uo great danger that their rulers can make any se- 
rious inroad upon the public liberty. But ifa President may at his will, 
while he grasps the sword withone hand, seize the purse with the other, 
it is plain all must submit to his will, whenever he is pleased to exert 
his irresistible power. 

What respect did General Jackson manifest to this most inviolable of 
the maxims of free constitutions?’ What obedience did he pay tothe 
law of the land providing for the safety of the public money? a law 
especially designed to keep it out of the Presidents power or control ; 
just this and no more—he desired Mr. Duane, the Secretay of the Trea- 
sury, to remove the public funds from the Bank of the United States 
and its Branches; the Secretary, under a due sense of his responsi- 
bilities te the people who had committed the treasure to bis hands, de- 
clined compliance with the Presidents wish. What next? The Sec- 
retary was removed from his office, and another appointed in his stead, 
who had already, in his capacity as Attorney General, given an opin- 
ion tnat the deed might be done.  Epithets are unnecessary to char- 
acterise thisact, and yet it is ene of the measures of the Jackson Ad- 
ministration, which the majority of the Legislature in 1839 heartily 
approved. Your committee as heartily disapprove it, and can say no 
less of it than thal it was, in their opinion, arbitrary and dangerous to 
publie liberty. ' 

The committee therefore report the following resolutions: 

Ist. Resolved, That the resolutions, numbers 1, 2, 2, 4, and 6, adop- 
ted by the General Assembly of the State of Tennessee, on the 14th 
day of November, 1839, be and each of them are hereby rescinded, an- 
nulled and for nothing held. 

2d. Resolved, That his Eixeellency the Governor be requested to 
transmit to each of the Senators and Representatives in the Congress 
of the United States from the State of Tennessee, a copy of the fore- 
going report and Resolutions.

Mr. Critz submitted the report ef the minority. of the select com- 
mittee to whom was referred so mueh of the Governor's message as 
relates to certain resolutions adopted by the Legislature of 1839, as 
follows : 

The minority of the Select Committee to whom was referred so much 
of the Governor's message, as relates to certain resolutions instructing 
our Senators and requestiug our Representatives in. Congress, adopted 
ou the 4th of Nov., 1839, having examined the Report of the majority: 
of said committee, and being unable to concur therein, beg leave to sub- 
mit their views in a counter report. F 

We are happy to express our hearty concurrence with the majority 
in the vital doctrine, that “the constituent has the right to instruct the 
representative," auà our gratification would have been materially en- 
hinced if we had been afforded an opportunity of also concurring with 
the majority in the no less vital doctrine, tbai the representative is bound 
tə obey the known will of his constituents. The right to instruct is of 
comparatively httle value, unless obedience or resiznaton by the Rep- 
reseutatives, is acknowledged to be a solemn duty. We therefore, sin- 
cerely regret that the m jority have declined to lay down the.rule which 
should govern the instructed representative, because in so doing there 
is room to doubt as to the extent of tne obligation under which the 
representative is believed by the majority to be placed by the exercise 
of the right of instruction The minority have no hesitation in avow- 
ing their opinion that the General Assembly of 1839, had the right to 
give explicit instructions to their Senators in Congress, and that it was 
the du'y of those Senators to obey their mandates, or surrencer the 
trust with which they were clothed. Whether the members who com- 
posed that Legislature, had such knowledge as to the popular will in 
reference to the «u^rjeets embraced intheir tustractions, as justified a 1e- 
sort to their undoubted right to in'erpose their mandates was'not a ques- 
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ior the dicision of their publie agents in the United States Senate, bui. 
it was a matter between themselves and their own constituents. What- 
ever opinions may be entertained as to the mauifestations of public sen- 
timent since that period, we are fully satisfied that the circumstances 
which then existed, rendered the exeycise of the right of instruction en- 
urely legitimate and proper. 

In expressing our views embraced in the several resolutions, we will 
pursue the same order, and confine ourselves within the same limits, 
adopted by tbe majority of the Committee. We shall, therefore, con- 
sider the first two resolutions in connection. The first relates to the es- 
tablishment cf a National Bank, and the second to the passage of the m- 
dependent Treasury system—our Senators being instructed to vote 
against the former, and in favor of the latter. 

The leading reasons set fortb in the preamble, for requiring our 
Senators to vote against a Bank, are diawn from the prominent influ- 
ence which the late U. S. Bank had exerted in producing and aggrava- 
fing that wide-spread pecuniary embarrassment and distress which had 
for several years pervaded the whole country; aod from its immense po- 
litieal power, which had been brought into dangerous competition with 
the Government. "The majority of the committee have not thought 
proper to confzovert those reasons agaist a Bank. We shali not, there- 
fore, undeitake to add to them, but content ourselves with a single re- 
mark, that subsequent disclosures as to the conduct of the late Bank, 
strongly confirms and strengthens the objection urged against a. similar 
institution, so appropriaiery set forth in the preami] . 

The leading reasons. contained in the preamble, ior the instructions 
ħa favor of the Independent Treasury system, are, “Lat such a measure 
would contribute to the more permanent stability of our institutions—- 
the independence of the Government, for all purposes of peace and war 
—to check the wild and reckless spirit of the age, which has come up- 
onus with a reckless fury—and would ultimately tend to bring us back 
to sober reffection, steady pursuits, and ihe- confirmed possession of an 
ample prosperity.” As the majority haye. passed by these strong posi- 
tions in support of the Independent Treasury system without comment, 
we deem it &nnecessary to say more, than that nothing has occuried 
since that period, to weaken the force, or cast a doubt over the coriect- 
ness of any one of those positions. 

It has occurred to the minority of the comm ttee asa fact somewhat 
remarkable, that the majority have entirely overlooked the reasons as- 
- signed in the preamble tor desiring our Senators to oppose a Bark and 
sustain the Sub: Treasury system, and that they should have attributed 
to those who passed the resolutions, the expression of an opinion m ref. 
erence to those subjects not 10 be fouud iv any part of the preamble and 
resolutions. ‘hey represent those who adopted the resolutions as as- 
suming to sas that “ihe people of this Stare. were of the opinion ut 
1889, that the treasure of the nation would be safer inthe custody ef 
the President and his appointees, than in the custody of Congress and 
the Bank to which they had committed iL? We have quoted tle jan- 
guage of the majority, but we have looked in vain jor such language or 
any of similar importin the preamble and resolutions ! If it. were thé 
design of the majority in using this language, to give their understaud- 
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ing of the difference between the two political parties in reference to the 
mode of keeping the public money, we cannot but regard them as ex- 
eeedingly unfortunate in the termsselected. It is not true that under the 
Sub-treasury system the President had any greater control over the 
public money than when it was deposited in the U. S. Bank—nor is it 
true that under the system of keeping the public money in the U. S. Bank 
Congress has any participation in ifs custody. Under both systems the 
public money was placed beyond the reach of the President, except im 
pursuance of appropriations made by law. If it be said as the majority 
have asserted, that under the Sub- Treasury system the money is kept by 
agents appointed by the President, and therefore subject to his control, 
we can say, with equal truth, that the public money when in the U. S. 
Bank, was there placed to the credit of the U. S. ‘Treasurer, and subject 
to be drawn out won his order, and therefore subject to the reach and 
control of the President, since the Treasurer is appointed by and depen- 
dant on the President for his office. 1f a corrupt President, by virtue 
of his power of appointing and removing egents to keep the public mo- 
ney, can seize upon the treasure of the nation, so can he with equal ease 
do the same thing by virtue of his power to appoint and remove the 
‘Treasurer to whose credit stauds the public money when deposited in 
the U. S. Bank. 

The safety of the public money, whether in the vault of a Bank or in 
the vault of Sub-'Treasury agents, must depend upon the honesty of 
those entrusted with rts custody. ‘To maintain, asthe majority do, that 
the public money issafer io a U. S. Bank than in the custody of natural 
persons appointed according to the Sub-Treasury plan, is to maintain 
that Bank officers are more honest and faithful to their trusts than other 
persons. ‘This position is wholly unsupported by the developments of 
the Jast few years. We can never subscribe to the doctrine that publie 
officers chosen and confirmed according to the constitution, and guarded 
by the necessary bonds and penalties, are not capable of keeping the 
pubhe money as securely and faithfully as the President, Cashier, and 
Clerks of a Dank. Jf the records of embezzlements, frauds, and de- 
falcations of Bark officers could be thoroughly examined and compared 
with similar breaches of trust by public officers, we are fully assured 
that the result would furnisb/no cause of congratulation to the advocates 
of peculiar Dank honesty. 

But it is said by the mnjority that none of the public money deposit- 
edin the two United States Banks was ever lost, whilst from 1789 to 
1826 nearly seven millions were lost by delalcations of collectors and 
other officers. Itis thence inferred by the majority that ‘if these 
collectors and others, had, dering all that period, been the sole deposi- 
tors of the public moneys, as the Sub-'l'ieasury system proposes to 
make them, what the Joss by defalcations would have been it is stait- 
ling to contemplate?  ]t appears then, that even duiing the period 
when the publie money was kept in the U. S. Banks, officers were 
necessary for the collection and disbursement of the public money. M 
appears aiso that the ouly agency of the Bank was to keep and trade 
upon the public money duHrg the time that intervened between its des 
i Gbile and withdian ar for distursement, Ji jg certajn, then if ue mois 
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‘money is collected tháà will defray the expenses of the governmerit, 
that it will be needed for disbursement almost as fast as it is collected, 
and therefore the chances of loss by defalcations of coliecting and dis- 
bursing officers are diminished by avery limited degree, by using the 
Bank as a place of public deposite. Every collecting and disbursing 
officer thatis necessary under the Sub-Treasury plan is also equally 
necessary under the United States Bank deposite system. The great 
losses which have heretofore occurred, have happened from the mal- 
conduct of collecting and disbursing officers, and they have occurred 
indiscriminately, whether the public money was deposited in the U. S. 
Bank, or in State Banks, or in the custody uf natural persons. 

Bat it said by the majority that none of the money deposited in the 
late U. S. Bank was lost, and they say that ** itis startling to contem. 
plate? how much would have been lost if the Sub. Treasury had been 
in operation during the whole period. In answer to these suggestionr, 
it is enough for us to say, that during the existence of the sub treasury 
plan, none of the public money deposited according to that system was 
Jost ; and that if the public money had been permitted to remain in the 
late U. S. Bank until the expiration of itscharter, what the loss by its 
bankruptcy would have been, ‘‘it is startling to contemplate.” But for 
the timely withdrawal by General Jackson, of the deposites from that 
most rotten and corrupting institution, its final catastrophe proves-that 
oo one coald now assert that none of the public money deposited in it 
had been lost. 

It is said by the majority that the enormous power which the sub- 
treasury gives to the Executive over the public money is far more for- 
midable than the danger of its loss by unfaithful public officers. This 
‘enormous power” is deduced from the right which the President has 
under the coustitution to remove the Treasurer, or Secretary of the 
Treasury. We have already shown that under both systems the pub- 
lic money can be reached only through the Treasurer, or Secretary of 
the Tieasury, and that under both systems the right of the President to 
remove these officers is the same. If then the power of the Executive 
over the public money is “virtually unlimited" under the sub-treasury 
system, it is equally unlimited under the system advocated by the ma- 
jority. But we cannot forbear the remark, that under this view of the 
subject, the Executive power is not only strengthened by his ‘‘nulimit- 
ed control” over the public money, but it receives a still more danger- 
ous accession from the immense influence brought to bis aid by the tenor- 
mous power" of the Bank. In addition to his legions of office-holders, 
aud his unlimited contro! over the public money, be can command a 
trained band of Bank Presidents, Directors, Cashiers, Tellers, Clerks 
and Debtors dispersed throughout the Union, and swelling the ranks of 
2xecutive followers. To show how completely such an Executive 
would resemble an absolute despot, we have but to add, that the power 
of a National Bank over the Stale Banks, its capacity to operate upon 
public sentiment, by commanding the services of taleuted men, and dif- 


fusing their productions broad-cast through the country, and its ability 


to array in one phalanx the restless speculators and adventurers of the 


whole land; these additional sources of Executive influence derived , 
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from a National Bank, must show how utterly unreasonable those poli- 
licians are who profess to dread the increase of Executive power tiom 
the sub-treasury, and yet are anxious to establish a National Bank. 

We cannot dismiss this branch of the subject without recurring to 
the fact that, after all the clamor that was  1aised in 1840 against the 
sub-treasury as being a virtual “union of the purse and sword” in the 
hands of the Executive, the very politicians who urged the objection 
have held the power in Congress for two years and permitted that much, 
dreaded union to become really consummated, and that, too, in the hands 
of an Executive whom they denounce without stint as a traitor unwor- 
thy of trust. This fact must satisfy the mind of every man of unbias- 
sed judgment that the clamor was raised more to alarm others and insure 
success, than from any real dread of the dangers that were predicted. 

The third resolution in the series instructed our Senators to vote 

against the bill introduced in the U. S. Senate, and familiary known as 
the Gag Bill. This measure was condemned by the majority of the 
General Assembly of 1839, because they regarded it as a violation of 
that most inestimable provision of the Constitution, which secures to 
every citizen “the freedom of speech and the press? It would seem 
to the minority of the committee, that little need be said on this sub- 
ject since the events of the last three years. If vain do we look through 
the acts and proceedings of the late Whig Congres, to find any attempt 
t» carry out the principle of that measure. Whilst in the minority and 
s ruggling for the ascendency, they regarded it as an unpardonalile crime 
in an office holder, to interlere in elections. No sooner was the ascen- 
dency secured, than all efforts to suppress the crime by annexing to it 
severé penalties by law ceased, Instead of carrying out the doctrine 
avowed before the election, thousands upon thousauds of those who had 
been most prominent in urging the necessity of the law, were sten 
crowding around the executive and eagerly pressing their claims to be 
rewarded for those very acts in the canvass, which they had contended 
ought to be high criminal offences when practiced by incumbents of of- 
fie. In view of such scenes it would have been strange if any attempt 
hid been made to enforce the doctrine by legal enactment. We should 
therefore be fully justified in concluding that the doctiine was abapdon- 
ed and had been advocated in the canvass, merely because it was 
esteemed an available auxiliary in “the grandest moral spectacle ever 
exhibited to the world,” as the majority characterize the canvass of 
1340. Tustead of passing laws to restrain the intermeddling of office 
holders, it was found to be far more consonant with the feelings and 
wishes of the voters, to provide for the distribution of the spoils.” 
. The doctrine of “proscription for opinion's sake” took the place of 
the proposed legal enactment against official intermeddlinz, and the 
whole country was astounded at the rapidi'y and extent of the execu- 
tion of the doctrine, — Ore of the principal agents in this work of pio- 
seription, had the audaciry to boast on the floor of Congress, that with- 
i» tlie sbort time that he played executioner, he had dismissed 1.760 
Post Mas'ers, and that he wasonly prevented from executing three 
thousand others whom he had marked for sacrifice, by a summary 
procecding of the President, which resulted in his own decapi:ation.

fa view of these cts we do net deem it ‘necessary to db more in 
reference to this Subject than to point out.some of the errorsanio’ which 
we think the majority have fallen.

most wonderful of política al revolutions” had for its ** moving cause" the 
behef of the people that this doctrine was entertained and “ publicly 
avowed” by Mr. Vas Buren's administration, then-a most heavy respon- 
sibility rests upon those who practice so great an imposition. upon the 
popular mind. And we cannot but believe that that other mast :vouder- 
ful iiolitical revolution that hus taken place sinee the election of 1840, 
may be attributed in a high degree to the fact that the people have dis- ` 
covered the imposition practiced upon them, and-have resolvéd to hold 
the agents in that imposition, to a fearful accountability. 

The majority describe the election ‘of 1840, as tthe most wonderful 
of political revolutions, the greatest morgl spectacle ever exhibited to 
the world, the most imposing array of ciyil popular power, eyef con- 
centrated in a single purpose.” That it was, a wonderful revolution, 
we admit, but we are unable to recollect ia that canvass, any grand 
spectacle which has peculiar claims to be ranked. as “moral? in its 
tendency! 30 strikes the mind of the minorit y, as sgmewhat “wonder- 
ful, that such a, revolution as here described, should last so short a 
nme unti i it. tarned. back gnd overw helmed. its originators. To our 
ginds, tlie backward rey olution, effected as it-has been by “the second | 
sober thought? of the people, presents by far “the grandest moral. 
spectacle? “of the two. 

Afier a gratuitous intimation as the majority ofthe Legislature of 
1839 took the reasbhs- of their opposition to tle Gag Billfrom Mr. 
Wall’s report, and a sfrained.i ‘inginuation that: Mr. Wall gnt his reasons. 
from the President, the majority ef the committee, in. reference to Mr. 
Walls report, says “H e (Mr. Wall) does, liossever, say that his com.

It is farther`said by the majority, that athe whole amount of public 
lands ceded by the States. above mentioned upon the trust already sta- 
ted, is one thousand two hundred and eight millions, two hurdred and 
eighty -nine thousand , seven hundred and eighty acres, ‘tthe share ot 
Tennessee would he 48 ,586,000 and a fraciión.", Weare not appris 
ed of the source: whence the majorily derived their information on this 
subject; out from whateyer source derived, we are fully. satisfied that 
it is grossly incorrect. The ceded lands embrace all those portions of 
the States of Alabama and Mississipi north of the thirty-first degree of 
worth latitude, the States of Iadiena, Ohio, Hinois, and: Michigan, and 
the territory of Wisconsin. From cale ulations made at the Land Office 
the whole number of acres within these districts, was 231,773,379, 
heing a little more than-one filth of the qpantty: stated by the majority, 
of which the share of "l'eunessee would be about eleven millions, yn- 
stead of forty- eight millions of acrés as estimated by the majority.— 
But of this quantity ot 231,773 ,378, more than one hundred and twen- 
ty-Gve millions of acres had been either reserved in the deeds of ces- 
sion, Bo ta specific objects by Congress wiin Indian titles nnextin- 
guished, or sold and fhe money received into the treasury, thus leaving 
subject to sale on the Ist of Julp,1841, ove hundred and five millions 
eight hundred and sixty five thousand acres, instead of over one thous- 
and millions, as stated by the majority. Of this quantity of cedéd lands 
subject t3 sale, Tennessee would be entitled, upon the principle that 
the ceded lands belong to the States, toa httle over five millions of 
acres, instead of forty-eight millions as estimated by the majority. The 
majority have therefore estimated (he interest óf ‘Tennessee in the ce- 
ded lands at about ten times-the amount which she actually, has even 
ifthe doctrine be true that ‘the ceded lands belong to the States. Iris 
not necesSary that we expose‘the rémaining estimates of the majority, 
based upon such erroneous data. 

We cannot dismiss this subject without sus that the distribu- 
tion act passed in 1821, bears upon åts face the most incontestible evi- 
dence that the lands do not belong to the States, or. that it is palpably 
ubjast in its provisions to Teanessee. T he aat "singles ont nine States, 
‘ad makes a donation to them of four millions and, a half of acres! [f 

rose lands belong to all the States, what right had Congress ‘to give 
sway this immense quantity of lands to nine favored States ? The act 
ves to the same nine favored States ipn per ceni upon the nett proceeds 
£ the sales therein, aud then gives (hem an “equal share with the other 
States of the balance’ 1f the land belonged to all the States, what right ' 
had ce 1e give this preference to thesé sine -favared States? But 
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let it be remembered that in making up the defici, erceated by the distri 
bution, Tennessee must pay a full share of the whole amount, althongh 
one tenth was deducted for the benefit of nine States alluded to! The 
act contained a proviso that it ehould cease to operate whenever the Ta- 

rif was raised above 20 por cent. If the lands were the property of 
te States, what r'zht has Congress to withhold the money on any con- 
Hingeuey ? ‘These, together with several other. previsions of the act, 

show that the very Congress which passed the law, did not reeard the 
lands as the property of tha severs] States, but os the property of the 
Umted States. In that point of view, we "regard the bes act 
as a palpable violation of the Cons: itution, gs much so as would be an 
act to. tax the pconle to reise a fund for distribution. 

The fifth resolution, whieh instructed our Senators to vote against 

he Tariff upon Salt, has been passed over without animadversion by 
ns majority. We the efore will on'y remark that weyconcur in the 
propriety of making an article of such prime necessity free of duty, and 
believe that the instructions were properly given.

«C Such is the purport of that extraordinary resolution whereby not only 
the past measures of those. administrations are appraved, but those 
which had not as yet been disclesed to the country were to be main- 
tiined and a accomplished by Tennessee members in Congress We 
are aware of the disposition manifested oftenti nes hy heated par'izans, 
to distort the meaning of the plainest Janguage used by their o: poneats, 
but we did not believe tha! ary intelligent mind, ia its sober rcil»ctien; 
could arrive at the conclusion here expressed by the majority. If we 
are mistaken in this opinion that the only fair constraction which can 
be placed upon the resolution, is, that it operated only upon the mea- 
sures of policy advocated and brought forward previous to that. time, 
then we will acknowledge that there is more difficulty in ‘understanding 
the plainest langnage than we had supposed. Of two things, however, 
we are perfect y confident—first, that no ove of the members who voted 
for the resolution, ever understood it in any other sense than referring 
to measures already advocated and brought forvard ; aad that no mera- 
her of the democratic party has ever justified er sustained it except in 
the sense which we have affixed to it. The democratic party chensh-

the Bank, which are not coatained in my report to the Legislature on 
Ist October, 1843, viz:—$306,600- 17, the sum estitnàted to be lost at 
the Branch at Columbia, by the defaleation of Edw. W. Dale, former 
Casbier of that Branch, and $16,000 discount off $80,000 State Bonds 
purchased by the Branch at Athens, at 20 per cent. discount. This 
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sum was al first placed in the Exchange account ofthat Branch, and 
appeared as part of the profits at that time, but was, soon after Mr. 
Nichol’s report was made, taken out of that account and carried to 
another, viz: —''Suspénse account on State Bonds.” 

At thefime Mr. Nichol’s.report was made, it was not known that 
the amount charge to Edward W. Dale and his secürities, would be 
lost, and it was therefore properly: rerained; but previous to the time of 
making my report, a jadgment had been recovered against the said se- 
curities, fot a considerable portion of, the amount claimed, and execu- 
{ion issued, and returned, “no property found,” by the Sheriff of Maury 
county. The other item of $16,000 discount off State Bonds,. was 
blended in the general Statement, and consequently, as I presume, es- 
caped his attention. 

Now, deduct these two items, amounting to 452,600 17, from $72: 
161 39, there rémains $19,561 22 , alledged lo be. unaccounted for in 
my report, instead ofsaid sum of $72 A61 39. Tl will now, proceed to 
show what has become of that sum. : 

By-reference to my report to the General Assembly, « on the Ist Ot- 
tober, 1843, it will be-perceived that the surplus of» $69,159 51; bat 
reference to the Ist July, 1843, one year and nine months from the 
date of Mr. Nichol’s report, whilst the amount stated in the resolution, 
viz: $72,161 39, refers to the Ist October, 1843, two years after Mr. 
Nichol’s report was made. From July to October, none of the appro- 

. priations are paid, except a portion of-the interest on Internal Improve- 
ment Bonds; consequently the surplus profits would be greater at the 
latter than at the former period,
